Claims 1-9, 22-23 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method for detecting the presence or absence of at least 
two variant nucleotides in a nucleic acid sample associated with thrombosis. The closet prior art 
(Reuber et al. in view of Pancoska) teach a method for detecting the variants of thrombosis, 
however the prior art did not teach or suggest a pair or a set of primers consisting of sequences 
selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NOs. 1-12 in detecting the variants as presented in 
the instant amended claims. In view of the amendment of the instant claims, the present 
invention is novel and non-obvious.
